INTERVIEW: 

In a recent press release (see right), 
Howard Kazanjian was named as the 
producer of REVENGE OF THE JEDI, the third 
film in the STAR WARS saga. An alumnus of 
the University of Southern California Cinema 
Department, Kazanjian entered the Director’s 
Guild training program in 1965, and became 
an assistant director on such films as 
“Camelot," directed by Joshua Logan; 
“Finian’s Rainbow,” with Francis Coppola; 

“The Wild Bunch," with Sam Peckinpah; “The 
Arrangement,” with Elia Kazan; “The Front 
Page," with Billy Wilder; “The Hindenburg,” 
with Robert Wise; and “Family Plot," with Alfred 
Hitchcock. He was associate producer on 
“Rollercoaster,” and then produced "More 
American Graffiti" for his friend George 
Lucas. Most recently Kazanjian has served as 
co-executive producer with Lucas on 
“Raiders of the Lost Ark.” 

Following are excerpts from a recent Bantha 
Tracks interview with Howard Kazanjian. 

Q: When you were growing up, did you see a 
lot of movies? 

HK: My parents always went to the movies. At 
first, I was frightened of movies; but as I grew a 
little older, I started to enjoy them, and soon, I 
couldn’t stay away from them. 

Q: How did you get interested in making films? 
HK: That goes back to when I was ten or twelve 
years old. I wanted a tape recorder very badly, 
but my parents didn’t want to buy me one. So 
they gave me the old family movie camera. 
That started it. 



frame shooting, it didn't have any refinements 

— in fact, it didn’t have anything but a lens. So 
I'd make it shoot single frame. I did 
stop-motion of clouds moving by, or an apple 
being eaten up when nobody was touching it 

— all of the trick shots that kids do in making 
movies. 


As time passed, I bought a new camera 
and became more and more involved with 
movies. When I was in junior high school, six or 
seven of us formed our own movie club. Aside 
from having monthly screenings of older 
feature films, we shot our own movies, even 
documentaries for our school. For example, 
we shot a film of the new school being built. 
And when it came to school assignments, I'd 
try to do my term papers with a camera — 
like for biology, the dissection of a frog, or 
for chemistry, the making of hydrogen. 

Q: You went to college at U.S.C. and majored 
in film. Tell us something about that. 

HK: I graduated from cinema school at U.S.C. 
in 1964 at a time when film school was really 
anti-Hollywood. They were trying to teach us 
avante-garde, surrealistic, experimental 
filmmaking. We were not being taught how to 
make Hollywood-type films, and that's what I 
wanted to learn first. I wanted to make a film 
with a beginning, middle and end, with a 
theme and a story that could be understood. 

I had difficulty with many of the instructors 
for this reason and to survive the Cinema 
Department, and to maintain a B average, 

I had to get A’s in psychology, astronomy and 
some other classes I wasn't much interested 
in at all. 

Q: So you didn’t go to graduate school 
in film? 

HK: No, I went to graduate school in 
business. I lived in the Cinema Department, 
was in the honor fraternities, but I was heading 
for a Master’s degree in business. 

And I began to ring doorbells to get a job 
in film. And, by ringing those doorbells, I got 
into the Director's Guild training program. And 
I never finished my Master's. 

Q: Did your parents encourage you to go into 
film? 

HK: When I was a child and first had the 
camera, my parents certainly didn't know 
what they had started. And I don’t quite think I 
had anything in mind other than just making 
those pictures. I did know I wanted to be 
behind the camera, I wanted to be the 
storyteller, the director, and not the actor. 

Later, when my parents saw what I was 
doing in junior high school, high school, and at 
U.S.C., no, they were not encouraging. 

Q: They would have preferred that you had a 
more conventional business career? 

HK: Yes. Or follow in my father’s footsteps. 
He's a cutter and importer of fine gems, and 
he would've liked me to carry on what he 
established.

What new products will be coming out from 
Kenner Toys in the early part of 1981? What 
new models will be coming out from 
MCP/Fundimensions in 1981? 

Between January and April, Kenner will 
be introducing many new EMPIRE items, 
including: nine new mini-action figures; a 24- 
piece collector’s case; a turret-and-probot 
playset; the Dagobah playset; the new 
mini-rigs; an electronic laser rifle; three 
versions of Yoda— a puppet, a large talking 
action figure with eight sayings from the film,' 
and Yoda the Jedi Master, a toy that answers 
questions — Boba Fett’s ship, Slave I; a Yoda 
board game; and a large AT-AT Walker with 
side openings, movable legs, pulsating light, 
laser guns and a remote lever to move the 
head. 

New from MCP/Fundimensions for 1981 
are: miniature dioramas of Yoda’s swamp 
house and the Battle of Hoth; models include 
a snowspeeder, the Imperial Star Destroyer 
and Millennium Falcon. Also to be introduced 
is an 8” tall Imperial Walker, molded in color 
with movable parts. 



STAR WARS is coming to radio! 

In March, National Public Radio will 
broadcast thirteen episodes of STAR WARS, 
Part IV, nowtitled “A New Hope,” starring Mark 
Hamill and Anthony Daniels. The story has 
been greatly expanded and will include such 
new material as Princess Leia on Alderaan, 
where we meet her father and learn more 
about the Princess’ home planet; Luke's 
friends on Tatooine, including his best friend 
Biggs; the first time Artoo and Threepio meet; 
Han and Chewie’s encounters with Tatooine’s 
underworld; and other new characters and 
events. 

How can such a visual story as STAR 
WARS be translated into a purely auditory 
medium? “Most people who ask that," says 
Executive producer Richard Toscan of station 
KUSC-FM in Los Angeles, "overlook the fact 
that the incredible visual effects created for 
STAR WARS were accompanied by an equally 
innovative sound score. We are capitalizing 
on the impressive work Ben Burtt did on the 
sound—in its own way, it was as revolutionary 
as the visual effects.” Tom Voegeli, engineer 
for the programs, has developed some totally 
new sound effects to accompany those 
created for the film by Burtt. In the radio

I think that’s mainly why I went to business 
school. I felt I owed my parents that. 

Q: How did you finally make up your mind to 
pursue a film career? 

HK: Well, I loved it so much— I found this to be 
the hardest decision I've ever made. When I 
was accepted into the Director’s Guild training 
program I decided that I would give myself a 
couple of weeks to see if I wanted this. And I 
love it. 

I really, really love what I’m doing. I don’t 
love the problems and irritations. But I try to 
look at them as a challenge, even as an 
opportunity. We have problems all day long; 
my desk is piled high with them.
